wives be found, weeping over outraged love; 
n want of congeniality; or over habits that 
have rendered them obnoxious to them. 
Woman's love and woman's pride seldom 
leave her.

ness and her woe. As I look around mo. 
seeing many erring, straying wives. I con- 
fess to a pity for them, blaming the hus- 
bands more than them for their derelictions 
from dniv.
